ically to discuss the prohibition ques­ 
tion. 
It was not checked until the 
speaker had drawn into the contro­ 
versy his colleague. 
Representative 
Underwood, who is now engaged with 
him in a race for the senate. The in­ 
jection of personal politics into the 
situation brought the majority leader 
to his feet with a reply to Mr. Hobson 
and this precipitated applause from 
tile members on the tloor. 
Republican 
Leader 
Mann at this 
point demanded that the rules of the 
house be observed and Representative 
Moon of Tennessee, who was in the 
f chair, 
admonished 
the 
spectators. 
Quiet was restored temporarily after 
a voice from the gallery shouted: 
"W e ’re American citizens!” 
In the course of his speech Mr. 
Hobson said: 


Hobson Refers to Underwood. 


"W e ought to have our party un­ 
derstand now, while the war is on, 
that it never was intended for an al­ 
liance with the liquor interests. 
Yet 
there is a great Democrat, a great 
Alabaman, who is present today, who 
recently announced— that is at least 
,J.he way I read in the reports—that if 
prohibition continues to be injected 
into Democratic politics either prohi­ 
bition would be ground to the dust 
or the Democratic party must die. 
“ I take second place to no man who 
loves his party and let me tell you 
tbRt if the Democratic party can only 
live by joining with the liquor inter­ 
ests to debauch the American people 
then in God’s name let it die." 
Mr. Hobson 
fairly shouted 
as he 
reached the climax. 
W ith arms wav­ 
ing and shaking his head in the faces 
of members who sat near him, in­ 
cluding Mr. Underwood, he drew from 
the packed galleries prolonged cheer­ 
ing and even the stamping of feet to

pandemonium.

Juarez, Mex., Dec. 12.— Americans 
who arrived from Chihuahua report­ 
ed that the rebels, since their occu­ 
pation of that city, had entered the 
British 
vice consulate and 
forcibly 
leized Luis Terrazas, Jr., a son of the 
wealthy land owner, and, after carry­ 
ing him through the streets, placed 
him in jail. 
According 
to the Americans 
the 
rebels also served notice upon IOO 
Spanish residents of Chihuahua that 
they must leave the city within ten 
hours. 


The entry of the British consulate 
and the seizure of Terrazas, who had 
gone there for protection after hear­ 
ing that his life was in danger, were 
reported to have occurred during the 
absence of British Vice Consul Sco- 
bell. 
It was said that Scobell, en­ 
raged at the action of General Fran­ 
cisco V illa’s Ormy, was denied facili­ 
ties to protest to the British minister 
at Mexico City or to the United States 
ambassador at Washington and that 
he then appealed to United States 
Consul Marion Letcher. 
Ail the foreign ministers are said 
to have joined in a protest of what 
was regarded as a violation of the 
rights of asylum under a foreign flag. 
It was said that a demand for $250,- 
000 which he failed to pay was the 
chief motive in the arrest of Terra­ 
zas.

H avin g fulfilled this duty, the 
organ ization w as con tin ued in the sorv- 
lee of the federal govern m en t to en ­ 
force the laws an d m ain tain order 
throughout the republic.

con sists of som e 2,500 picked men , 
alike ren own ed for their fin e appear­ 
an ce. good con duct an d splen did horse­ 
man ship.

consists of some 2,500 picked men, 
alike renowned for their fine appear­ 
ance. good conduct and splendid horse­ 
m anship. 
Though the organization of the ru- 
rales is strictly m ilitary, they are not
